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Despite Prayer Vigil 
Fire lith A-Bomb 


' 
ATOMIC TEST SITE, Nev. (UPI—The Atomic 
Energy Commission unswervingly fired the lith 
in its summer series of nuclear devices today 
while pacifists conducted a prayer vigil 30 miles 
•way. 
The device was triggered at 7:25 a. rn. c d f. 
from its suspension equipment hanging from a 
07-foot diameter balloon at a height of approxi­ 
mately 1,500 feet above Yucca Flat. 
Its yield 
was estimated as nominal, probably equal to 
20,000 tons of TNT 
Troops from Et. Lewis, Wash., scheduled to 
take part in maneuvers later in the series, sat at 
the observation point some IO miles from ground 
zero in full battle dress. 
Also at the view point 
were 30 Canadian soldiers from Calgary. 
Just before shot time the balloon holding the 
device was clearly visible in the dawn-breaking 
sky. 
The blast violently shook observers on News 
Nob and an unmanned Navy blimp drifting in 
the sky five mies from ground zero burst into a 
bunding light as the shot was detonated. 
AEC spokesmen said the gas bag had been 


equipped with magnesium flares triggered to go 
off simultaneously with the blast for photographic 
effects taken in the test. 
However, the shock 
wave smashed the front end of the blimp and it 
shuddered to the ground where it poised like a 
missile with its nose buried in the desert floor. 
Smoke from the flares rose skyward from the 
wreckage. 
The flash was plainly visible in Salt Lake 
City, Utah, and Los Angeles. 
Atom watchers in 
San Francisco described it as “one of the biggest 
flashes seen here. 
Some 30 miles away a group of demonstrators 
conducted a prayer session against nuclear t e st ­ 
ing outside the main gates of the AEC headquar­ 
ters at Mercury, Nev. 
The group conducted sessions Tuesday and 
ll of the demonstrators were arrested and charg­ 
ed with trespassing when they walked into the 
restricted area. 
The so-called “atom-lopers” pleaded innocent 
and all were found guilty. 
They were released 
as imposition of sentence was suspended for a 
vear.

City Completes 
Oil, Chip Work 


The oil and chips program for 
the city’s unimproved streets has 
been completed 
for 1957, Street 
Commissioner Sneed Jordan 
re­ 
ported today. 
Mr. Jordan said that work had 
been done on 16 and a half miles 
of streets this sum m er, compared 
with 14 miles last year, the first 
time the work has been done. 
The project has been 
financed 
by money derived from the half- 
cent city sales tax. 
“ We resealed all streets sealed 
last year and picked up an extra 
two and a half miles,” Mr. Jordan 
stated. 
We used liquid asphalt on 
about half of the streets oiled last 
year and next summer, if fund* 
are still available, we will reseal 
with liquid asphalt all the streets 
that wil take it, and oil others. 
He said the street must he ex 
ceptionally smooth before the li­ 
quid asphalt can be used instead 
of oil. 
“ A lot of those sealed this year 
with liquid asphalt will not have 
to be bothered next sum m er,” Mr 
Jordan continued.

Pond Water Field Day Held at George Aydelott Farm 


A NEW WATER SYSTEM, recently completed at the George 
Aydelott farm, making pond water safe for all purposes, including 
drinking, was demonstrated to a large number of interested persons 
Tuesday. The system, constructed at a cost of approximately $1,000 
includes 
from the left, a ' 2 -acre pond, with usable capacity of 
700,000 gallons of water 
Tom Morgan, at left. Saline County Con­ 
servationist, explained to those present the pond construction, de­ 
fending on soil and other conditions, would range (rom $300 to 


$700: water flows by gravity through a 
1 1 4 -inch plastic pipe to 
filter, 8 feet high six feet square, made of 6-inch reinforced con­ 
crete. 
The filter has a capacity of 3 feet of water which filters 
through 3 feet of sand and 3 layers of graded gravel. The maximum 
filter rate for this size filter is 2 gallons per minute and will pro­ 
vide the normal home requirement in 3 hours per day. 
Material 
cost for filter is approximately $100; from filter, water flows to 
chlorinator, which injects a measured amount of chlorine solution 


in proportion to rate of water flow. 
This type of chlorinator costs 
about $150; water then flows to a cistern (not pictured) with storage 
capacity of more than 4.000 gallons 
This type and size water 
storage reservoir can be provided for a material cost of about $150; 
then the w’ater is pumped from cistern into the home water system 
and the George Aydelott family happily drink pure water which 
pours from the kitchen sink faucet that came from a comparatively 
muddy farm pond about a quarter of a mile up the hill from the 


home. 
The Aydclotts have also extended the water system to th# 
barn and have a livestock watering trough that includes a heating 
unit so there will be no ice to break during the cold winter months 
before the stock can get an early morning drink.

constructed meets all health requirements.
